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The  Child  Within 


In  a  previous  professional  incarna¬ 
tion,  I  worked  as  an  editor  of  several 
children’s  magazines.  My  then-supervi¬ 
sor  was  a  brilliant  copy  editor,  and  she 
had  a  quirky  sense  of  humor.  She  liked 
to  use  “wrong”  words  in  such  a  way 
that  they  became  the  right  words.  For 
instance,  she  was  a  devotee  of  trashy 
paperback  novels,  and  she  liked  to  refer 
to  herself  as  “a  veracious  reader.” 

(Pause  here  for  a  moment — the 
humor  isn’t  immediately  apparent.) 

I  probably  find  that  joke  especially 
appealing  because  I,  too,  have  been  a 
veracious  reader  for  most  of  my  life. 

As  a  child,  given  a  choice  between 
playing  outside  on  a  summer  day  and 
sitting  inside  with  a  book,  I  invariably 
chose  the  book.  During  after-school 
Girl  Scout  meetings,  1  wasn’t  in  the 
classroom  with  the  rest  of  the  troop, 
earning  merit  badges.  I  was  hidden 
away  in  the  coat  room,  with  my  nose 
stuck  in  a  book. 

So  when  I  began  working  with  chil¬ 
dren’s  magazines,  one  of  the  perks  I 
most  appreciated  was  the  opportunity 
to  read  and  review  the  dozens  of  chil¬ 
dren’s  books  sent  to  us  each  week  by 
publishers.  Books  I’d  read  when 
younger  (If  you’ve  never — as  an 
adult — reread  a  book  you  loved  as  a 
child,  I  urge  you  to  do  so  as  soon  as 
possible!),  books  by  brand-new 
authors,  picture  books,  chapter  books, 
YA  books  ...  I  devoured  them  all.  It 
was  a  magical  second  childhood. 

Given  that  background,  I’m  particu¬ 
larly  pleased  with  the  profile  article  in 
this  issue  of  The  Magazine.  Jean 
Marzollo  is  a  name  well-known  in  chil¬ 
dren’s  literature,  and  her  books  are 


absolutely  delightful.  It  was  a  thrill  to 
discover  that  Jean  is  a  Theta,  and  we 
hope  that  you  will  enjoy  learning  about 
her  in  the  article  that  begins  on  page  1 6. 

This  issue  also  honors  some  special 
Thetas:  collegians  who  earned  straight 
As  during  the  2003-04  academic  year, 
and  alumnae  who  serve  their  college 
chapters  as  permanent  alumnae  secre¬ 
taries.  And  if  the  latter  part  of  that  sen¬ 
tence  intrigues  you,  you  can  also  learn 
exactly  what  a  permanent  alumnae  sec¬ 
retary  does.

The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Magazine  was  honored  at  the  2005  conference  of  the 
College  Fraternity  Editor’s  Association  (CFEA)  in  May.  “And  the  Greatest  of  These 
Is  Love”  (Winter  2004-05),  an  article  by  Jan  Schmitz  Mathew,  Delta/Illinois, 
received  first  place  in  the  Human  Interest  Article  category  in  the  publications  com¬ 
petition  sponsored  by  CFEA  and  the  North  American  Interfraternal  Foundation 
(NIF).The  article  profiled  Sophia  Weidner  Augier,  Beta  Pi/Michigan  State,  who 
fights  not  only  to  help  her  three  autistic  sons  grow  up  to  have  independent,  pro¬ 
ductive  lives,  but  also  to  help  de-mystify  a  disease  that  affects  staggering  num¬ 
bers  of  people. 

The  award  criteria  include  outstanding  writing  and  creativity  in  subject  selection, 
an  innovative  approach  to  the  subject  matter,  and  relevance  of  the  article  to  the 
intended  audience  and  publication. 
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In  the  Spring  2005  issue,  an  article  titled  “Shining  Bright 
and  Soaring  High”  incorrectly  identified  Occidental 
College  as  a  school  without  a  Greek  system.  In  fact, 
Greek-letter  fraternities  and  sororities  have  been  part  of 
Occidental  campus  life  for  more  than  100  years.  Theta’s 
new  Eta  Mu  Chapter  at  Occidental  is  currently  the  only 
National  Panhellenic  Conference  group  recognized  on 
the  campus.  A  subheadline  in  the  same  article  referred 
to  Forest  Park,  III.,  as  the  home  of  Eta  Nu  Chapter;  in 
fact,  Eta  Nu  is  located  at  Lake  Forest  College,  in  Lake 
Forest,  III.  We  regret  these  errors.

Chapter  Closing 

On  April  22,  Grand  Council  voted 
unanimously  to  close  the  Lambda 
Chapter  at  the  University  of  Vermont. 
Despite  ongoing  support  and  educa¬ 
tion  provided  to  the  chapter  by 
Fraternity  officers  and  staff,  recent 
chapter  activities  constituted  serious 
violations  of  Fraternity  policies  and 
were  contrary  to  the  Fraternity’s  basic 
principles. 

While  Theta’s  presence  at  the 
University  of  Vermont  has  ended  for 
the  foreseeable  future,  the  Fraternity 
values  Lambda  Chapter’s  124-year 
history  and  the  many  fine  members 
who  continue  to  be  an  asset  to  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta.

iSllip  through  the  bright,  whimsical  pages  of  any  book  by  Jean 
Martin  Marzollo,  Gamma  Zeta/Connecticut,  and  with  every  turn, 
you’ll  wonder  who’s  having  more  fun,  the  author/illustrator  or  the 
reader. 

Among  Marzollo’s  playful  protagonists  is  four-year-old  Shanna, 
born  leader  and  the  African-American  star  of  Marzollo’s  “Shanna 
Show”  series.  A  young  thespian  with  a  heart  of  gold,  Shanna  performs 
roles  such  as  teacher,  ballerina,  and  doctor  and,  through  dramatic  play, 
teaches  young  readers  about  careers. 

The  cast  of  Marzollo’s  Bible  story  books,  such  as  Jonah  and  the 
Whale  (and  the  Worm)  and  Daniel  in  the  Lions'  Den  includes  such 
unlikely  characters  as  curious  ants  and  octopuses.  Marzollo  also  pens 
a  personal  letter  to  children  at  the  beginning  of  each  Bible  book,  shar¬ 
ing  small  gems  about  how  she  re-created  the  story  and  why. 

And  in  her  best-selling  “I  Spy”  series,  the  author  leaves  it  up  to 
objects  such  as  googly  eyes  and  funny  white  teeth  to  lead  readers 
through  searches  and  riddles. 

Combine  these  titles  with  books  of  poetry,  sports,  science,  and  his¬ 
tory,  and  the  Marzollo  oeuvre  tops  100  books  and  is  still  growing.  And 
though  the  subject  range  may  be  diverse,  the  author’s  source  of  inspi¬ 
ration  is  identical. 

“Children  are  amazing  to  me,”  says  Marzollo  of  her  frequent  class¬ 
room  and  library  visits.  “They’re  so  open  to  what  I  say,  and  their  eyes 
are  always  so  wide,  that  it  fills  me  with  awe.  I  feel  1  have  a  special 
responsibility  to  give  them  something  worthwhile  and  to  meet  their 
expectations. 

“My  most  spiritual  experiences  happen  when  I  look  into  the  eyes  of 
children.” 

ihe  opening  pages 

Growing  up  in  Manchester,  Conn.,  Marzollo  recalls  an  early  con¬ 
nection  to  poetry  and  rarely  was  spotted  without  her  nose  buried  in  a 
book— A  Child's  Garden  of  Verses  by  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  or  one 
of  the  many  small  poetry  volumes  that  lined  her  mother’s  bookshelves. 

“Their  leather  covers  and  gold  titles  made  them  like  treasures  to 
me,”  she  recalls.  “Sometimes,  I’d  just  hold  them  and  peek  through  the 
crumbling  pages.”  Trips  to  the  library  were  regular  family  outings,  and 
the  librarian  always  welcomed  Marzollo  with  an  enthused,  “I  have  the 
perfect  book  for  you.” 
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Although  writing  and  drawing 
weren’t  among  her  childhood  pastimes,  Marzollo  was  an 
accomplished  seamstress  who  sewed  all  of  her  own  clothes 
from  fifth  grade  through  high  school.  “My  writing  and  illus¬ 
trating  remind  me  a  lot  of  sewing,”  she  reflects,  “and  when  I 
start  on  a  book,  I  still  get  that  ‘teenager’  thrill  of  getting  to 
make  something,  start  to  finish.” 

Marzollo  graduated  from  the  University  of  Connecticut  in 
1964,  and  received  her  master’s  in  teaching  from  the 
Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education.  She  taught  in 
Arlington,  Mass.,  High  School  and  Harvard’s  Upward  Bound 
Program  before  moving  to  New  York  City. 

A  passionate  educator,  she  next  entered  the  educational 
publishing  realm  as  editor  of  Scholastic’s  kindergarten  mag¬ 
azine,  Let's  Find  Out.  Throughout  her  twenty  years  with 
Scholastic,  Marzollo  was  inspired  by  excellent  editors,  art 
directors,  and  photographers,  and  was  continually  challenged 
to  meet  the  criterion  of  her  target  audience.  The  objective,  in 
fact,  fueled  Marzollo’s  eventual  career  as  a  full-time 
author/illustrator. 

“I  remember  looking  for  a  kindergarten-age  book  about 
Martin  Luther  King,”  she  says.  “I  didn’t  find  anything,  so  I 
wrote  one  myself.  I  also  wrote  a  book  about  Christopher 
Columbus  for  the  same  reason.” 

When  sons  David  and  Daniel  were  young,  Marzollo 
penned  Learning  To  Play ,  and  Fathers  and  Babies ,  based  on 
their  adventures  and  her  observations. 

Preschoolers  also  inspired  her  best-known  series,  the 
award-winning  “I  Spy”  books,  which  she  started  writing 
while  still  at  Scholastic.  In  collaboration  with  photographer 
Walter  Witt,  who  made  and  photographed  each  individual  set 
of  “I  Spy”  images,  Marzollo’s  series  engages  children’s 
excellent  visual  discrimination  skills. 

“I  aimed  these  books  at  kindergartners,”  says  Marzollo, 
“but  I  got  a  lucky  break,  because  they’re  popular  with  all 
ages.  ‘I  Spy’  images  enable  young  children  to  play  on  the 
same  level  as  adults  and  older  kids.  Often  a  five-year-old 
will  see  something  his  father  won’t  see. 

“The  books  are  based  solely  on  visual  discrimination — I 


didn’t  do  anything 
abstract  or  knowledge-based,”  she  adds.  “But  there  is  a  lot  of 
education  built  in,  such  as  distinguishing  objects  that  are  the 
same  and  different  and  classification. 

“All  of  these  skills  are  typical  for  kindergartners.” 

By  the  time  she  transitioned  from  full-time  magazine  edi¬ 
tor  to  full-time  writer/author  in  1990,  Marzollo  had  perfected 
the  style  and  language  that  spoke  to  children  and  sparked 
their  imaginations. 

“As  a  teacher,  I  was  always  interested  in  whether  I  was 
getting  something  across  to  my  students,”  she  says.  “So,  for 
me,  writing  is  more  about  communicating  than  it  is  about 
being  creative. 

“I  want  readers  to  understand  what  I’m  thinking,  and  I 
want  to  put  my  thoughts  into  the  best  English  possible.”

Transference  takes  place  in  Cold  Spring,  NY,  where 
Marzollo’s  window-lined  home  studio  affords  a  small  view 
of  the  Hudson  River  from  the  south  and  glimpses  of  her 
backyard  garden  to  the  north.  “I’m  very  disciplined  and 
organized  with  my  work,”  she  says,  “and  I  think  that’s 
because  I  love  what  I  do.  I’ve  always  liked  studying  and 
keeping  track  of  information.  As  I  child,  I  even  played  a 
game  I  called  ‘office.’” 

Muse  is  alive  and  well  here,  too,  with  file  folders  of  ideas 
at  her  fingertips.  “I  don’t  censor  my  ideas,”  she  says. 

“They’ll  often  pop  into  my  mind  when  I  see  a  phrase  or  a 
picture,  and  I’ve  learned  to  write  them  down.  I  might  use 
one  at  a  time,  or  pull  six  ideas  out  of  the  folder  and  work  all 
of  them  into  one  story.” 

Tales  often  are  reader-tested,  particularly  the  books  in  the 
I  Spy”  series  and  Bible  stories.  “I  show  my  pages  to  chil¬ 
dren  in  order  to  find  out  what  makes  them  laugh,  what  scares 
them,  and  what  they  understand,”  Marzollo  says.  “If  an 
object  on  an  T  Spy’  page  is  too  hard  for  a  third  grader  to 
find,  I  don’t  include  it. 
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“My  books  are  so  simple,  people  assume  I  can  write  one 
in  a  couple  of  hours,”  she  adds.  “But  I  probably  revise  about 
50  times.” 

Reworking  is  unique,  Marzollo  admits.  For  example,  her 
“I  Spy”  riddles  all  follow  a  three-quarter  waltz  rhythm, 
which  she  tests  by  singing  them  aloud  to  an  old  tune  called 
“Sweet  Betsy  From  Pike.”  And  writing  science  books  for 
Scholastic’s  “I  Am  ...”  series  involves  a  bit  of  role  play. 

“I  study  a  topic,  such  as  an  apple,  water,  or  a  star,  and 
then  pretend  I  am  that  topic,”  she  explains.  “From  that  point, 
I  write  as  simply,  scientifically,  and  elegantly  as  I  can.” 

Marzollo  recently  started  illustrating  her  books,  a  chal¬ 
lenge  she  describes  as  delightful  and  refreshing.  “I  feel  like

I’m  now  sewing  all  the  pieces  together  and  I’m  in  charge  of 
the  entire  garment,”  she  says  of  her  debut  illustrations  in  the 
Bible  stories  series.  “All  the  elements  are  under  my  control.” 

Although  artistic  expression  is  gratifying,  there’s  also  a 
very  practical  side  to  Marzollo’s  writing  career.  She  typically 
works  on  several  projects  simultaneously,  with  a  determined 
eye  toward  what  she’ll  next  tackle.  Illustrating  has  added 
time  to  the  creative  cycle,  and  Marzollo  now  produces  about 
two  picture  books  a  year. 

More  stones.  To  Tell 

In  spring  2005,  Marzollo  published  Ruth  and  Naomi ,  her 
final  book  in  the  Bible  stories  series.  The  next  ideas  she’ll 
pull  from  the  file  folders  will  focus  on  constellations  and 
ancient  Greek  myths.  Little  Bear,  You  're  a  Star  is  slated  for 
fall  2006  and  will  be  followed  by  stories  about  Pegasus  and 
Medusa. 

“I  love  painting  funny  animals,”  Marzollo  says,  “so  1 
might  also  develop  a  series  based  on  that  idea.” 

Several  of  her  books  have  translated  to  television.  Five- 
minute  “Shanna  Show”  segments  air  on  the  Disney  Channel, 
and  HBO  Family  carries  “I  Spy.”  Puzzles,  games,  and  CD- 
Roms  also  have  been  developed  around  the  “I  Spy”  lineup. 

Sons  Daniel,  an  actor  living  in  New  York  City,  and  David, 
a  teacher  in  Cold  Spring,  still  team  up  with  mom.  “They’re 
both  excellent  writers,  and  they’ve  helped  me  write  some  of 
my  sports  books,”  Marzollo  says.  “They  also  look  through 
my  drafts  to  make  sure  I  haven’t  duplicated  anything.” 
Among  the  trio’s  collaborations  are  Football  Friends , 
Basketball  Buddies ,  Hockey  Hero ,  and  Baseball  Brothers. 

When  she  breaks  away  from  her  studio,  Marzollo  enjoys 
painting,  swimming,  long  walks  along  the  river,  time  with 
family  and  friends,  and  the  Italian  meals  prepared  by  hus¬ 
band  Claudio,  a  freelance  sculptor. 

And  when  she  skims  ahead  ten  years,  Marzollo  predicts 
life  will  tell  much  the  same  story. 

“I’ve  always  loved  making  things,  and  I  often  feel  just 
like  I  did  as  a  kid. 

“I’m  so  fortunate  to  have  landed  in  this  business,  and  if  I 
retired.  I’d  do  exactly  what  I’m  doing  now.”  ^

On  a  beautiful,  sunny  Saturday 
in  January,  Mosell  Mixon 
Kouri,  PF/TCU,  opened  her 
Forth  Worth  home  for  a  joint  celebra¬ 
tion  of  Founders  Day  and  the  charter 
members  of  the  Gamma  Psi  Chapter  at 
Texas  Christian.  Invitations  had  been 
sent  to  the  new  member  classes  of  1955, 
’56,  ’57and  ’58,  and  nearly  50  Thetas 
from  Brownwood,  Dallas,  Hamlin, 
Abilene,  Austin,  and  Cleburne  con¬ 
verged  on  Kouri ’s  home  for  the  event.

Ford’s  daughter,  Caren  Ford  Rector, 
Gamma  Phi/Texas  Tech,  was  there  to 
pin  the  50-year  pansy  pin  on  her 
mother.  Patricia  Sanders  Werner,  also 
from  Gamma  Psi’s  first  new  member 
class,  was  thrilled  that  her  daughter, 
Ann  Werner  King,  Epsilon 
Epsilon/Baylor,  and  sister,  Kay 
Sanders  Walls,  Gamma  Psi/TCU, 
drove  in  from  Cleburne. 

Photographs  and  other  memorabilia 
adorned  the  walls  of  Kouri ’s  home. 

Lots  of  hugs  and  you-haven’t-changed- 
a-bit  squeals  were  uttered.  Many  misty 


eyes  were  noticed  when  friends  and 
family  members  pinned  the  50-year 
pansy  pins  on  the  charter  members. 

The  Gamma  Psi  Chapter  currently 
comprises  120  members  and  has  won 
many  awards  on  the  TCU  campus.

omewhere  between  donning 
your  cap  and  gown  and  your  20- 
year  reunion  is  the  world  of 
young  alumnae.  For  Thetas  in  their 
20s  to  early  30s,  often  at  the  busiest 
stages  of  their  lives,  whether  begin¬ 
ning  their  careers,  pursuing  advanced 
degrees  or  starting  families,  finding 
time  for  Fraternity  involvement  can  be 
particularly  challenging. 

This  group  of  Thetas,  which  is 
defined  as  those  who  have  graduated 
from  college  within  the  last  10  years, 
has  been  the  subject  of  a  special  sur¬ 
vey  as  the  Fraternity  strives  to  better 


understand  and  meet  the  needs  and 
concerns  of  this  age  group. 

“Young  alumnae  are  the  future  of 
our  alumnae  program.  If  we  do  not 
know  what  they  are  looking  for  in 
their  alumnae  experience,  then  we 
cannot  plan  so  we  attract  them  to  join 
after  college  and  in  those  first  years 
after  graduation,”  said  Fraternity  Vice- 
President  Alumnae  Debbie  Bornmann 
Allen,  Delta  Theta/Florida. 

The  survey  was  posted  on  the  Theta 
website  from  April  to  October  2004. 
During  that  time,  343  Thetas  repre¬ 
senting  103  college  chapters  complet¬ 


ed  the  questionnaire.  The  survey  asked 
questions  that  focused  on  topics  rang¬ 
ing  from  whether  young  alumnae  have 
remained  involved  with  Theta  to  the 
types  of  interaction  that  they  as  alum¬ 
nae  have  with  collegians  to  their  opin¬ 
ions  on  The  Magazine  and  website. 

The  majority  of  respondents  said 
they  were  not  currently  members  of  an 
alumnae  chapter,  but  almost  all  said 
they  would  like  to  become  more 
involved  with  Theta  in  the  future. 
Some  other  key  facts  of  the  survey 
results  include:

The 

most  common 
reasons  young  alum¬ 
nae  said  they  were  not 
members  of  alumnae  chap¬ 
ters:  they  were  unaware  if  a 
chapter  was  nearby,  they  did 
not  know  any  of  the  alumnae 
chapter  members,  the  clos¬ 
est  chapter  was  too  far 
away,  or  they  were 
just  too  busy. 


Even 

if  respondents 
were  not  members  of 
alumnae  chapters,  many 
continued  to  remain  active 
in  Theta  in  some  way, 
whether  serving  on  adviso¬ 
ry  or  facility  boards  or 
serving  as  district 
leaders,  ELCs,  or  in

responded 
that  they  had  been 
contacted  at  some 
point  by  their  college 
chapters  after  gradua¬ 
tion,  while  129  had 
not  been  contact¬ 
ed  at  all. 


When 
asked  if  Theta 
was  meeting  the 
needs  of  young 
alumnae,  nearly 
two-thirds 
answered  "yes" 
or  "some¬ 
what."

respondents  con¬ 
sidered  both  The 
Magazine  and  the  web¬ 
site  to  be  relevant,  but 
that  both  could  be 
updated  to  better  meet 
the  needs  of  young 
alumnae. 


The 

respondents 
considered  the  pri¬ 
mary  benefits  of  the 
alumnae  experience  to  be 
social  and  networking, 
although  they  also  men¬ 
tioned  mentoring,  leader¬ 
ship,  and  community  ser¬ 
vice  as  benefits  to 
alumnae  involve¬ 
ment.

After  the  survey  was  conducted,  a 
committee  of  12  Thetas,  including 
some  of  those  who  had  responded  to 
the  survey,  discussed  the  outcomes 
and  formulated  some  recommenda¬ 
tions  about  how  Theta  can  better  meet 
the  needs  of  young  alumnae  members. 
“There  is  a  perception  that  alumnae 
chapters  are  something  you  do  ‘later’ 
in  life,”  said  Tracey  Belmont,  Zeta 
Iota/Washington  &  Lee,  who  chaired 
the  committee. 

Other  topics  that  the  committee  felt 
needed  to  be  addressed  included: 
increasing  alumnae  chapter  member¬ 
ship,  improving  communications 
between  alumnae  and  college  chapters 
as  well  as  between  the  Fraternity  and 
alumnae,  improving  networking, 
improving  communication  tools,  and 
keeping  alumnae  data  up-to-date. 

Overall,  Belmont  noted  that  there 
are  programs  in  place  to  help  remedy 
some  of  the  communication  issues. 
Committee  members  agreed  that  it  is 
important  to  remind  college  chapters  of 
the  ways  that  the  Fraternity  can  assist 


them  in  keeping  in  contact  with  their 
members  after  graduation.  It  is  also 
clear  that  appealing  to  the  needs  of 
young  alumnae  outside  of  Fraternity- 
specific  information  is  important  as 
well. 

Belmont  presented  the  survey  results 
and  the  survey  committee’s  conclusions 
to  the  entire  Alumnae  Committee 
(which,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Fraternity  vice-president  alumnae,  is 
responsible  for  the  direction  and  coor¬ 
dination  of  Theta’s  alumnae  programs) 
at  its  spring  meeting.  “Thanks  to  the 
survey,  the  Fraternity  is  now  in  a  better 
position  to  serve  the  needs  of  young 
Theta  alumnae  and  develop  tools  that 
all  chapters  can  utilize  in  reaching  out 
to  this  important  category  of  alumnae 
who  represent  the  future  leaders  of  the 
Fraternity,”  said  Belmont. 

Debbie  Allen  agreed.  “Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  is  our  Fraternity.  It  belongs  to 
every  one  of  us,  not  just  the  officers  or 
current  volunteers.  The  future  of  our 
Fraternity  lies  in  the  hands  of  our 
young  alumnae.  If  they  do  not  become 
involved  and  step  into  the  volunteer 
roles  that  will  be  left  open  by  those  of 


us  “more  mature”  mem¬ 
bers  who  retire  or  can 
no  longer  volunteer, 
what  will  happen?  We 
need  our  young  alum¬ 
nae  to  become 
involved  and  help  us 
plan  and  implement  the 
future  of  our  organization 
Without  the  involvement  of 
young  alumnae — and  I  don’t  mean  to 
sound  dramatic — Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
has  no  future.”  ♦

Greek  Fire  Academy 


Editor's  note:  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  was  the  first  Greek  women's  group  to  mandate 
the  installation  of  a  fire-sprinkler  system  in  every  Fraternity-owned  facility.  This 
bold  step  won  praise  from  the  fire  prevention  and  insurance  industries ,  as  well  as 
from  Thetas  and  their  families. 


In  most  leadership  training  courses, 
the  phrase  “putting  out  fires”  is  strictly 
euphemistic,  referring  to  techniques  for 
coping  with  urgent,  difficult  problems. 
The  Greek  Fire  Academy,  however,  is  a 
special  program  for  fraternity  and  soror¬ 
ity  fire  safety,  developed  by  the  Boulder 
(Colorado)  Fire  Department  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Center  for  Campus  Safety. 
The  goals  of  the  academy  are  fire  safety 
education  to  reduce  high-risk  behaviors 
and  build  positive  relationships,  as  well 
as  leadership  development  for  Greek 
chapter  officers.  Activities  include  fire 
extinguisher  training,  smoke  evacuation, 
search  and  rescue,  fire  behavior  and 
fire-fighting  techniques.  More  than  100 
students,  including  members  of  the  Beta 
Iota  Chapter,  have  participated  in  these 
academies  since  2002. 


In  April  2004,  28  students  from  the 
Greek  organizations  at  the  University 
of  Colorado  gathered  for  an  entire  day 
of  fire  training  at  the  Boulder  Fire 
Department  Training  Academy. 
Underwriters  Laboratory  videotaped 
the  sessions,  which,  along  with  lesson 
plans  and  logistics  information,  will 
soon  be  available  to  other  colleges  and 
universities  at  www.campusfire.org. 

Sherry  Kenyon,  fire  safety  coordi¬ 
nator  for  the  Boulder  Fire  Department 
and  a  member  of  the  advisory  board 
for  the  Center  for  Campus  Fire  Safety, 
was  responsible  for  creating  the  Greek 
Fire  Academy.  She  recorded  the  expe¬ 
riences  of  Greek  Fire  Academy  partic¬ 
ipants  in  journal  form. 


8:30  AM 

You  review  the  notes  from  the  class 
you  attended  on  Friday  afternoon  (just 
14  hours  ago!).  Fire  Behavior  101. 

You  remember  that  fire  is  fast  and  that 
smoke  is  what  kills  most  people  in  a 
fire.  A  firefighter  has  just  outfitted  you 
in  50  pounds  of  insulated  pants  and 
coat  and  a  SCBA  (self-contained 
breathing  apparatus).  You  wear  a  hood 
under  your  heavy  helmet  to  project 
your  ears  and  neck. 

9:30  AM 

You  climb  into  the  bucket  of  an  aer¬ 
ial  ladder  truck  and  are  lifted  60  feet 
in  the  air.  You  step  from  the  bucket 
onto  the  highest  balcony  of  the  smoke 
tower;  the  tower  has  been  filled  with 
nontoxic  theatrical  smoke.  Along  with 
five  others,  you  are  instructed  to  find 
your  way  down  four  flights  of  smoke- 
obscured  stairs. 

You  step  into  the  tower,  and  you 
cannot  see  your  hand  in  front  of  your 
face.  As  a  group,  you  move  slowly, 
feeling  your  way  down  the  stairs  and 
along  the  wall.  Even  though  this  is  not

International  Trailblazers 

Three  Thetas  who  carved  their  own  paths 

This  is  the  second  in  a  series  of  Through  the  Years  features  that  focuses  on  “Writing  Women  Back  Into  History,” 
the  theme  of  the  National  Women’s  History  Project’s  (NWHP)  25th  Anniversary.  Although  the  NWHP  champions 
the  efforts  of  American  women,  Theta  alumnae  have  had  great  influence  beyond  the  borders  of  the  United  States. 

These  three  leaders  of  women  chose  their  own  way  to  contribute  to  the  world  at  large.  An  organizer,  a  pacifist,  a 
scholar:  all  women’s  rights  advocates,  all  members  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  and  all  women  who  made  a  difference. 


Madge  Robertson  Watt, 
Z/Toronto 

Founder  and  Organizer  Committed  to  the 
Education  of  Women  (1868-1948) 

Madge 
Robertson 
attended  the 
University  of 
Toronto,  where 
she  was  a  lead¬ 
ing  force  in 
founding 
Sigma  Chapter, 
the  first  chapter 
of  any 

women’s  Greek-letter  organization 
formed  in  Canada.  After  marrying  Dr. 
Albert  Watt,  she  accompanied  him  to 
British  Columbia,  where  he  served  as 
a  government  health  officer  supervis¬ 
ing  a  rural  quarantine  station. 

There  Madge  Watt  became  a  found¬ 
ing  member  once  again,  this  time  of  the 
first  Women’s  Institute  in  British 
Columbia.  Canadian  Women’s  Institutes, 
which  originated  in  1 897,  provide  ongo¬ 
ing  education  in  the  areas  of  domestic 
and  agricultural  science  to  rural  women, 
thereby  enhancing  their  lives,  the  lives 
of  their  families,  and  their  communities. 

In  1913,  following  Albert’s  death, 


Madge  Watt  moved  from  British 
Columbia  to  England  for  the  education 
of  her  two  sons.  Soon  World  War  I 
broke  out,  threatening  her  new  home¬ 
land.  Due  to  her  Institute  experiences 
in  Canada,  Watt  knew  that  if  rural 
British  women  were  educated  in 
domestic  and  agricultural  science,  they 
could  significantly  increase  food  pro¬ 
duction  in  a  time  of  need. 

Historically,  Britain’s  rural  women 
had  no  educational  opportunities  or 
support  systems  beyond  their  limited 
social  spheres  and  religious  affiliations. 
Husbands,  neighbors,  and  communities 
did  not  look  to  women  or  across  social 
strata  for  new  ideas  or  improvements 
in  the  ways  of  doing  things. 

With  the  backing  of  John  Nugent 
Went,  the  forward-thinking  head  of 
Britain’s  agriculture  department,  Watt 
was  appointed  official  advocate  and 
organizer  of  Women’s  Institutes  in 
Great  Britain.  Soon  local  Institutes 
sprang  up — by  the  hundreds — 
throughout  England  and  Wales.  They 
met  their  first  war-time  goal  of 
increasing  food  production  by  a 
remarkable  gain  of  35  to  60  percent. 

In  recognition  of  her  contributions — 
mobilizing  and  empowering  Britain’s

country  women  during  WWI — Madge 
Watt  was  awarded  the  esteemed  title 
Member  of  the  British  Empire  (MBE). 

That  was  the  beginning.  Watt’s  ulti¬ 
mate  vision  was  to  create  an  interna¬ 
tional  organization  to  improve  lives 
around  the  globe.  In  1933,  The 
Associated  Country  Women  of  the 
World  (ACWW)  was  launched,  with 
members  drawn  from  26  countries. 
Madge  Watt  was  its  first  president,  a 
role  she  filled  until  1947. 

The  ACWW  is  now  the  largest  inter¬ 
national  organization  for  rural  women 
in  existence,  offering  mutual  support, 
friendship  and  practical  help  to  nine 
million  members  in  70  countries, 
including  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  Women  around  the  globe 
receive  information  and  support  from 
the  ACWW  to  face  both  day-to-day 
needs  as  well  as  disasters,  such  as  the 
recent  tsunami  devastation  in  Asia.  The 
organization’s  website  offers  more 
information  about  the  history,  member¬ 
ship,  and  current  projects  and  concerns 
of  ACWW.  Today  a  monument  in 
Montreal’s  Mount  Royal  Cemetery 
honors  Madge  Robertson  Watt  for  her 
continuing  influence  on  women’s  lives. 


Hannah  Clothier  Hull,  AB/Swarthmore 
Activist  for  Women’s  Rights  and  World  Peace  (1872-1958) 

Hannah  Clothier,  a  charter  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Alpha  Beta  Chapter  at 
Swarthmore,  believed  in  her  family’s 
Quaker  principles  of  peacemaking 
and  reconciliation.  She  was  intro¬ 
duced  to  organized  peace  efforts 
when  she  attended  the  Second  Hague 
Conference  for  International  Peace  in 
1907  with  her  husband,  William 
Hull,  a  Swarthmore  professor  well 
known  for  his  teachings  and  writings 
on  internationalism,  peace,  and  disarmament.  Beyond  the 
many  duties  of  a  faculty  wife  and  mother  of  two  daughters. 


Hull  engaged  in  local  and  statewide  initiatives  related  to  the 
rights  and  needs  of  women,  girls,  and  families,  including  the 
right  to  vote. 

Hannah  Hull’s  greatest  passion,  however,  was  her  com¬ 
mitment  to  world  peace.  In  1915  she  became  a  founding 
member  of  the  Woman’s  Peace  Party,  organized  to  stop  the 
war  raging  in  Europe.  And  though  it  became  an  unpopular 
stance,  she  remained  committed  to  absolute  pacifism  even 
after  the  United  States  was  drawn  into  the  war  in  1917. 

After  the  armistice,  Hull  worked  with  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee  on  reconstruction  programs  in  France 
and  the  Soviet  Union  and  children’s  food  programs  in 
Germany  and  Austria. 

For  more  than  50  years,  Hannah  Hull  served  the  peace 
movement,  primarily  through  the  Women’s  International 
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Ruth  Woodsmall  at  the  Arab  Academy. 


Ruth  Frances  Woodsmall, 
B/Indiana 

Scholar  and  Global  Social  Reformer  (1883-1963) 

Ruth 

Woodsmall 
graduated  Phi 
Beta  Kappa 
from  the 
University  of 
Nebraska  in 
1905,  after 
attending 
Franklin 
College  in 
Indiana  and  Indiana  University. 
Teaching  languages  was  the  first 
career  of  choice  for  this  very  bright 
woman,  a  member  of  both  Beta  and 
Rho  Chapters.  But  the  1917  entry  of 
the  United  States  into  WWI  altered  her 
direction,  and  Woodsmall  devoted  the 
next  three  decades  to  women’s  affairs 
and  social  reform  programs  through 
the  Young  Women’s  Christian 
Association  (YWCA). 

After  positions  in  Arkansas,  France, 
and  Poland,  Woodsmall  was  appointed 
executive  secretary  of  the  YWCA  in 
the  Near  East  (Turkey  and  Syria). 
While  there,  she  researched  the  status 
of  Muslim  women  in  Syria,  Lebanon, 
Turkey,  Egypt,  Palestine,  Transjordan, 
Iraq,  Iran,  and  India.  Her  1930  report, 
published  as  Moslem  Women  Enter  a 
New  World  in  1936,  reveals  the  dra¬ 
matic  transition  in  these  countries 
from  strict  observance  of  Islamic  tradi¬ 
tion  to  a  more  liberal  interpretation  of 
the  status  and  role  of  Muslim  women. 
Woodsmall  then  expanded  her  studies 
to  the  conditions  and  status  of  women 
in  the  Far  East — Burma,  India,  China, 


and  Japan — and 
subsequently 
wrote  Eastern 
Women  Today  and 
Tomorrow,  pub¬ 
lished  in  1933. 

In  1935, 

Woodsmall  was 
appointed  the 
World  YWCA’s 
general  secretary, 
and  served  in  this 
role  until  1947, 
through  the  tumul¬ 
tuous  years  of 
another  world  war.  As  stated  in 
Notable  American  Women,  published 
in  1980,  Woodsmall  “  ...brought  to  this 
task  her  unerring  diplomatic  skills 
combining  an  earnest  appreciation  for 
diverse  customs  and  cultures  with  an 
ability  to  emphasize  the  problems 
faced  in  common  by  women  around 
the  world.” 

After  stepping  down  as  general  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  YWCA,  Woodsmall  served  as 
chief  of  women’s  affairs  for  the  US 
armed  forces  in  Germany  until  1954.  She 
also  served  as  an  advisor  for  the  United 
Nations  Commission  on  the  Status  of 
Women  in  the  late  1940s  and  ’50s. 

In  the  last  decade  of  her  life,  Ruth 
Woodsmall  updated  her  earlier  studies 
with  two  new  books:  Study  of  the  Role 
of  Women,  Their  Activities  and 
Organizations  in  Lebanon,  Egypt, 

Iraq,  Jordan  and  Syria  (1955)  and 
Women  and  the  New  East  (1960).  Her 
works  continue  to  provide  great 
insight  into  the  evolving  status  of 
women  living  in  Islamic  countries. 

Her  personal  and  professional  papers 


have  been  used  by  dozens  of  scholars, 
and  her  books  are — to  this  day — 
included  in  reading  lists  for  students 
the  world  over.

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League  for  Peace  and  Freedom 
(WILPF),  which  evolved  from 
the  Woman’s  Peace  Party.  In 
1 924,  she  became  national 
chairman  of  the  US  section 
and  continued  to  lead  it — first 
as  chairman  and  then  as  presi¬ 
dent — until  1939,  when  she 
resigned  after  her  husband’s 
death.  However,  in  recognition 
of  the  organization’s  develop¬ 
ment  from  an  obscure  organi¬ 
zation  to  an  internationally  rec¬ 
ognized  power  for  peace  under  her  leadership,  the  WILPF  persuaded  Hull 
to  continue  as  honorary  national  president  until  her  own  death  in  1958.

a  real  fire,  you  are  so  disoriented  that 
you  are  frightened  and  keep  telling 
one  another  to  stay  calm.  When  you 
finally  reach  the  bottom,  you  under¬ 
stand  why  you  must  evacuate  for 
every  alarm  and  why  you  need  a 
smoke  alarm  with  a  working  battery  to 
give  you  early  warning  that  smoke  is 
in  your  house,  in  your  room. 

10:30  AM 

You  learn  how  to  fight  fire  using  an 
extinguisher  on  a  fire  of  gasoline  in  a 
metal  pan.  Remembering  the  training 
you  just  received,  you  lift  the  heavy 
extinguisher  and  pull  hard  to  release 
the  pin.  You  try  to  steady  your  hands  as 
you  aim  the  nozzle  and  squeeze  the 
trigger.  You  use  a  sweeping  motion  to 
put  the  chemical  at  the  base  of  the  fire 
...  and  it  works!  And  you  have  learned 
to  use  this  skill  only  on  a  small  fire  and 
only  if  you  have  an  exit  at  your  back. 

1 1:30  AM 

Your  group  works  as  a  team  just  as  a 
fire  crew  works  together:  you  pull  the 
fire  hose  off  the  truck,  drag  it  over  to 
the  fire  hydrant,  struggle  to  connect  it, 
open  the  hydrant  valve,  and  feel  the 
water  fill  the  hose.  You  feel  the  pressure 
of  the  water  and  celebrate  when  you 
actually  hit  the  target  of  wooden  flames. 

1:30  PM 

You  watch  with  amazement  at  the 
speed  at  which  two  mock  students’ 
rooms  burn  when  the  firefighters 


ignite  the  small  trash  cans  next  to  the 
desks.  When  the  sprinkler  head  acti¬ 
vates  in  one  of  the  rooms,  the  fire  is 
quickly  extinguished,  and  you  remem¬ 
ber  the  fire  safety  coordinator  telling 
you  how  lucky  you  are  to  have  a 
sprinkler  system  in  the  chapter  facility. 
The  other  room,  without  the  sprinkler, 
keeps  burning.  The  computer,  stereo, 
clothes,  backpacks,  posters,  papers, 
stuffed  animals,  curling  irons,  and 
candles  are  completely  gone.  Only  the 
shell  of  the  walls  remains  when  the 
firefighters  put  out  the  blaze  with  the 
fire  hose. 

3:00  PM 

You  crawl  between  the  dark,  soot- 
covered  walls  of  the  burn  building. 
There  is  not  a  fire  in  it  today,  but  it 
does  contain  the  170-pound  rescue 
dummy  that  you  must  find  and  save.  It 
is  dark,  you  can’t  see,  and  your  gear  is 
heavy  and  cumbersome.  When  you 
and  your  teammate  reach  the  dummy, 
you  must  place  a  harness  around  the 
“victim”  and  pull  with  all  your  might 
to  drag  it  to  the  waiting  ambulance, 
just  as  firefighters  are  prepared  to  do 
every  time  they  are  called  to  a  fire.  All 
of  a  sudden,  it  hits  you:  fire  doesn’t 
give  you  a  second  chance. 

4:00  PM 

At  the  end  of  the  day,  you  play 
“firefighter  games,”  trying  to  connect 
hoses  and  hit  targets  as  fast  as  you 
can.  You  are  soaking  wet  and  cold  and 
. . .  happy  that  you  have  spent  such  a 
wonderful  and  challenging  day.  ^
